The truth about liquor can 
never be learned from the ad­ 
vertising pages, it can be better 
learned from the news columns. 
Better yet, if you want to know 
the truth about it, ask the law­ 
yers, doctors and m inisters you 
know. Ask the lawyers if their 
business would be brisker or 
slower if liquor were not in ex­ 
istence. 
Ask the doctors whether steady 
drinkers have stronger or weaker 
resistance to disease. Ask the min­ 
isters if they know of any troubles 
in their congregations due to liquor. 
(And if even church people have 
troubles with it, what about people 
with no religion?)

Drink and Doom 
TT IS NOT TRUE that if liquor 
•w e re totally abolished from the 
earth, all the troubles of mankind 
would vanish. Man has too much 
meanness in him. A sober scoun­ 
drel is one of the w orst But it is 
true that liquor lends itself all too 
easily to all sorts of troubles, all 
sorts of sins. When Amos thunders 
against the evils of his time, drunk­ 
enness Is one of the sins prominent 
on his list. 
Remember that In Amos’ time 
there was no whisky, no bran­ 
dy, no distilled liquors, only 
"mild” stuff like wine. Every 
denunciation of drink in the 
Bible is directed against what 
would now be called light wine 
and beers. 
One thing is as certain now as it 
was in Amos* time: A nation that 
insists on having its liquor is not 
the nation God will insist on saving 
when its day of doom arrives.

Lone Star Ticks 
On the Move 
The mild w inter has brought 
out early th e lone star tick. Ac­ 
cording to Tom Roof, 
County 
Extension Agent of Texas A&M 
College, rath er heavy 
infesta­ 
tions are already showing up on 
cattle and in some areas lawns 
are heavily populated w ith the 
pest. 


As cattle 
parasites, 
these 
ticks are bloodsucgers 
and in 
addition to sucking blood, cause 
secondary dam age by 
leaving 
raw w ounds w here the screw ­ 
worm fly can deposit her eggs. 
E arliness of treatm ent may aid 
considerably in com bating the 
lone sta r tick, and the anim als 
should be sprayed 
or 
dipped 
when the ticks first appear. 


If a dip is used. Roof says it 
should contain eight pounds of 
50 percent 
w ettable DDT and 
four pounds of 6 percent gam ­ 
ed BHO to each IOO gallons of 
w ater. 
F or a spraTf the DDT- 
BHC com bination or lo pounds 
of 40 percent w ettable 
toxa- 
phene m ay be used in IOO gal­ 
lons of w ater. E ither of the so­ 
lutions will kill the ticks pres­ 
ent and will protect th e cattle 
against reinfestation for a per­ 
iod of wo to four weeks. 
Lone S tar ticks in the lawn 
protect 
, 
can be cintrolled by dusting th e 
surface of the lawn 
w ith 
IO 
percent DDT dust at the 
rate 
of dlst to 
each 
1,000 square 
feet of area.

BROODING 
TURKEY 
POULTS 
There Is nothing m ysterious 
about brooding 
turkey poults 
and neither does luck en ter in­ 
to the success of the operation, 
says Tom Roof, Countf E xten­ 
sion Agent of 
Texas A & 
M 
College. 


Sanitation is m ighty im port­ 
ant and the brooder house is a 
good place to sta rt the 
clean 
up program . It should be clean­ 
ed thoroughly from fop lo got- 
tom, disinfected and if possible, 
moved to 
clean 
ground. 
The 
brooder, all feeders, 
w aterers 
and other equipm ent should be 
cleaned and disinfected well in 
advance of the arrival 
oT the 
poults. The 
brooder should Pe 
set up and put in operation a 
few' days before the poults a r­ 
rive. Be sure it is o p e r a tin g ^ 
the correct 
tem perature. Roof 
recom m ends the use of a brood­ 
er guard. 
It 
xvii I 
keep 
the 
poults near the 
brooder 
and 
thus keep down possible Josses 
from 
chilling. The guard can 
be m ade of hardw are cloth or 
heavy paper. It should surround- 
the brooder, he about 18 inches 
high, and placed about two feet 
from the brooder. 


T urkey 
poults 
need 
room 
when they sta rt growing and 
each should have at least one 
square foot of floor space. The 
floor should be covered w ith a 
good deep highly absorbent lit­ 
ter. 
Ground 
corn cobs, sand, 
shucks, shavings, or cane litte r 
all work fine so long as they 
are kept dry. The house should 
be properly ventilated To Insure 
plenty of fresh air for the birds. 
H ere is a little 
trick 
th a t 
may help you get 
the 
poults 
started to eating 
early. 
Roof 
safs if youll place brightly col­ 
ored m arbles in the w ater foun­ 
tains and in the feed troughs, 
curiosity 
on the 
p art of the 
poults will usually sta rt them 
to picking a t the m arbles and 
thus 
eating and drinking. 
Many turkey producers cover 
the litter inside 
the 
brooder 
guard w ith paper or sacks for 
the first 
week 
to 
keep 
the 
podlts from icking dp and eat­ 
ing th e litte r instead 
of 
the 
feed th a t they need. The cover 
srould be rem oved as soon as 
the poults learn to 
eat 
and 
drink. Plenty of 
w aterer 
and 
feeder space will help get them 
started right. 
T urkey poults require 
uore 
protein in th eir diets th an do 
baby chicks and generally the 
lost successful 
producers 
are 
those who buy a good connmer- 
feed and follow the m anufact­

wealth. 
Besides 
these 
figures, 
however, 
we 
should mark down that the to­ 
tal assessed value of all proper­ 
ty in

Milk Pelletizing 
Aids Poultry Feed 


Milk Products Are Found 
Important to Egg Output 


That m i l k products are still 
among the most important ingredi­ 
ents in a laying ration is indicated 
in results of a series of feeding 
1 tests conducted with high-produc­ 
ing flocks in New England poultry 
areas earlier this year. 
The tests, which ran an average 
of 164 days, were conducted at a 
state agricultural college, a county 
vocational agricultural school and 
commercial 
poultry 
farms. 
Re­ 
sults showed an average additional 
profit of 26 cents each for hens fed 
milk products in addition to rations 
regularly fed on the test farm s. 
Nearly 3,000 birds, New Hamp- 
shires, Rhode Island Reds, Barred 
Rocks, and a Barred Cross were in­ 
volved. On each farm flocks were 
divided into test and control pens. 
The control pen received the ra­ 
tion normally fed on the farm. For 
instance, the state college fed the

Accurate feed cost 
and egg production records were 
kept. For purposes of making prof­ 
it comparisons, 55 cents a dozen 
was used as an average egg price. 
When results were tabulated and 
averaged, it was found that the 
test pens fed the milk product, laid 
an average of 8 per cent more eggs 
and m ade an average of 12.3 per 
cent more profit. 
Egg production 
for test birds averaged 64 per cent 
throughout the tests, compared to 
59 per cent for control birds. Aver­ 
age feed cost per dozen eggs was 
29 cents for test pens, 28 cents for 
control pens. Culls and deaths in 
test pens averaged 15 per cent. 
Highest average egg production 
was 74.4 per cent made by a test 
pen of Barred Rocks at the county 
school over a six-month test period. 
There the control pen averaged 69 
per cent production. Birds in the 
test averaged $3.06 net income per 
bird (eggs over feed), compared 
to $2.71 per bird in the control pen.

Plenty of food for the fish in 
the farm pond will mean more 
and larer fish. A scant supply 
of food very often means poor 
and stunted fish.

Winter Fishing 
Naturally, there are many school* 
of thought on the subject, but most 
anglers seem to agree that fish 
taste better when caught during 
the winter months, to say nothing 
of the unique fascination of winter 
fishing. 
However, if Ona wants to live 
the life of an E skim o—which, for 
all practical purposes is required 
during the actual period of fishing 
through the ice—a fishing license 
Is a “must” and fishing regulation* 
pertaining to limits, species, bait 
and tile use of shelters should be 
checked. 
The cutting of the necessary hole 
In the ice is, of course, up to the 
individual as regards its sire and

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The larger opening at the 
bottom will enable you to pull 
large fish in quickly. 
the tool to be used. Some prefer an 
axe or chisel, while others use 
some kind of boring tool.

There are two real 
reasons for this. First, rough edges 
at the botom of the hole may fray 
your line and, second, the larger 
opening at the bottom will enable 
you to pull large fish in quickly. 
The diameter of this hole should be 
at least 12 inches. 
As i* the case in summer fish­ 
ing, one of the big secrets is to 
offer as little resistance on the line 
as possible. So, take along a light 
line—eay not over 12-pound test— 
and a small hobbler.

Costly Ducks 
The average citizen would stand 
aghast at the proposal that he lay 
$9.73 cents on the line for one mal­

The staff quarters— Bailey Cot­ 
tage—which has four bedrooms, 
two baths, a huge living room 
with a rock fireplace, was con­ 
tributed by Mr. and Mrs. Mark

of $5,000. 
There are nine individual cot­ 
tages for girls, six for boys with 
a capacity of eight each.

SOME THINGS TO. 
CHECK IN SPRING 
Spring weather is 
bringing 
on the usual crop of weeds and 
new growth in 
pastures. 
To 
livestock producers this 
is 
a 
welcome 
development but to 
the dairyman who 
is 
selling 
milk it brings 
on 
uroblems. 
Chief among them, 
says Tom 
Roof, County Extension Agent 
of Texas A & M College, is the 
off flavors in milk. To* prevent 
this 
condition, 
the 
pastures 
should be 
grazed 
during the 
morning. The cows should be in 
several hours 
before 
milking 
time. 


Dairymen, says 
Roof, 
are 
jstified in spending money for 
fertilizers and for other practi­ 
ces that will lead to better past­ 
ures. He points out that a good 
dairy cow will return approxi­ 
mately 7 times as much income 
from an acre of improved past­ 
ure as will any other type of 
livestock. For this same reason, 
dairy cows also require better 
pastures to do an efficient job 
of producing milk. 
It should be remembered that 
feed costs represent about 50 
or SO percent of the total cost 
of producing milk and anpthing 


that can be done to reduce this 
cost will increase income. In 
, one dairy herd improvement as­ 
sociation, a few dairymen are 
producing milk at a feed cost 
of 
around 
$2 
per 
hundred 
pounds while the costs for oth­ 
er members in the same asso­ 
ciation is running over $4 per 
hundred. 


The difference is the feeding 
program being followed by the 
dairymen. The 
cheapest 
pro­ 
duction comes from improved 
pastures followed by silage, hay 
and 
concentrates. 
The 
1949 
cost figures 
show 
that 
IOO 
pounds of 4 percent milk can 
be produced from grazing on 
improved 
pasture 
for 
forty 
cents as against $3.60 for con­ 
centrates. The cost of produc­ 
tion factor is going to deter­ 
mine which dairymen are going 
to stay in business and make 
money and which will be forced 
out because of inefficiency. 
With these facta in mind, the 
conclusion is 
obvious: 
dairy­ 
men must produce as much aa 
possible from 
roughages, 
ta* 
eluding improved pastures, st- 
luge and hay.
